The Coffee County Tax 
Collector Problem (Max- 
well Reeves - Mrs, Nell 
Cook) was resolved by the 
State Supreme Court in fa- 
vor of Reeves, Governor 
George C, Wallace’s ap- 
pointee, 

The problem arose dur- 
ing the change of admin- 
istration from former Goy- 
ernor Albert Brewer to 
present Governor Wallace, 

The court agreed that 
Reeves should have the job, 

Mrs, Cook, the wife of 
former State Representa- 
tive Drexel Cook who was 
one of Brewer’s campaign 
managers, had been ap- 
pointed to the job by Brew- 
er on January 15, 1971, How- 
ever, she did not receive 
her commission of office 
until January 18- Brewer’s 
final day in office, 

On Wallace’s first day 
in office, he named Reeves 
to fill the unexpired term 
of Collector James Saw- 
yer whowas becoming Pro- 
bate Judge, 

Court records showed 
that Sawyer did not resign 
as Tax Collector until Jan- 
uary 19 even though he took 
office as Probate Judge 
January 10, 

The State supreme Court 
said Brewer did not have 
a vacancy to fill since Saw- 
yer had not officially re- 
signed as Tax Collector 
before midnight January 18,

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Parents Know the Drug Threat 
The Child You Save May Be Your Own 


A MESSAGE FROM 
JACK BRUNSON, MAYOR 
City of Elba, Alabama 


Most of us like to think that the drug threat is a 


problem in some far off big city, but the fact is that we 


have a drug threat in our City and County today. For this 


reason | obtained a series of articles for publication in an 


effort to communicate with as many parents as possible. 
This series, as the title implies, will be to give all par- 
ents in our community some of the latest information on 
drug abuse. 


Today's Subject: The Human Price of Drug Use 


There are probably several different ways of iooking at and 
examining the human price of drug abuse, becuuse there are 
so many hundreds of ways that it can affect personal and 
family life and individual futures. 

It would seem obvious that anything which withdraws a 
person from society in general would have large potential for 
adversity. And, perhaps more than anything else which is hap- 
pening, the drug movement in our country definitely withdraws 
its followers from normal society. 

It's hard to separate the drug problem from the social 
scene. Young people often feel opportunity is limited to them 
and so drugs offer a means of withdrawal from a society they 
find too impersonal. Drugs also offer a withdrawal from the 
competitive aspects of society. One cannot compete in the drug 
state. Youngsters often want to avoid getting involved in the 
“games” that mark our society. They would prefer getting 
pleasure in ways in which they find it unnecessary to compete 
against established values, 

And so, regardless of the initial reason for experimenting 
with drugs, the user always winds up with far more real trouble 
than he ever had when he was seeking his personal escape 
from the daily realities of life. 

The actual monetary cost of using any drugs is a constant- 
ly increasing factor, but the effects on human life are much 
more staggering and heartbreaking. One psychiatrist at a well 
known university says, “I’ve picked up the broken pieces of 
young people in trouble from using drugs it is anything but 
pleasant." 

Exactly how many youths are getting thémselves in trouble 
by abusing drugs is impossible to count; as there is no prac- 
tical accurate measure, But, it is a well known fact that courts 
over the country are becoming inundated with drug violation 
cases, and this would seem to point up the vast number of 
people who are using drugs, if only on a triai basis. 

A drug conviction in court is ‘‘on the record" and the single 

fact that there was a conviction is a difficult thing to live down, 
Aside from this, individual reaction to drugs is so varying that 
just one experiment can lead a person to a long term depend- 
ency on the use of certain drugs. And, to argue that some drugs 
have not proved permanently harmful is ridiculous in view of 
the case histories which show that the least harmful otten lead 
one to the most horrifying drug use, in the search for bigger 
and better thrills and reactions. 
“Remember when the alcoholic was looked on simply as a 
social outcast, a weakling who was shunned and looked down 
on and left for the most part alone to kill himself off? That 
was an easy “‘out’’ for society ... ignore it. . . look the other 
way when the ‘‘drunk’’ touched our lives. Now, of course, alco- 
holism is looked upon as a disease and treated accordingly. 
Why? Because there are approximately 6,000,000 alcoholics in 
this country alone! 

{t would seem that we waited too long to take effective 
treatrment measures against alcoholism, for now it has a gigan- 
ue hold on many, many people. Perhaps in years to come med- 
ical science wil! find a single answer, but it is safe to say it 
may take many years, 

‘So, let’s not “look the other way’’ on the national. drug 
problem, [Let's face it, recognizing that it is definitely a big 
problem, and face up to the measures we must take to combat 
it. The first and most important thing in fighting any enemy is 
KNOWING all you can possibly learn about his nature, Thus, 
education on the subject of drugs is of prime importance! 

Be with me next week for another discussion, won't you?

Funeral services were 
held at ll a.m, Tuesday at 
the Enterprise St. Luke’s 
Methodist Church, 

The former Enterprise 
city councilman, whose ca~ 
reer in the legislature was 
blighted by a_ bribery 
charge of which he later 
was acquitted, was elected 
to the Senate in 1962 and re~ 
elected four year laters, 
He was defeated when he 
sought a third term last 
year. : 
The stocky, stoop - 
shouldered Enterprise 
merchant and contractor 
was indicted by a Montgo- 
mery County grand jury in 
1969 on a charge of soli- 
citing $5,000 from officials 
of Blue Cross - Blue Shield 
in connection with a bill to 
reduce the insurance com- 
pany’s premium tax, A trail 
found him innocent, 

At the time of his death, 
Lolley was a member of 
the board of trustees of the 
University of South Ala- 
baina. He was a veteran of 
World War II and a

A lot of Centipede lawns 
were practically killed this 
past winter, Some of the 
more severely damaged 
ones were fertilized rather 
heavily late in the season, 
We do not recommend this, 
Where lawns are heavily 
fertilized after August 1, 
there is much more dan- 
ger of cold injury, 

Lawn mowers should be 
raised 1/4 to 1/2 inch now 
to allow the grass to more 
leaf surface and store ex- 
tra nutrients in the roots 
for next year’s growth,

mes with copper sulfur, 
He got fairly good control, 
but his peanuts are not 
nearly as free of leafspot 
disease as some _ other 
fields where newer sprays 
were used, However, he 
may make as many pez anuts, 


A lot of farmers have had 
the opportunity to take a 
close look at various 
sprays and dusts, Some of 
the newer materials look 
extremely promising. We 
will know more about them 
after the peanut harvest, 


ROTATIONS 

Clarence Brodgen, sup- 
erintendent of the Headland 
Substation, talked about ro- 


tating peanuts with other 
crops. Brodgen said, “‘I 
just can’t emphasize 


strongly enough the impor- 
tance of growing peanuts 
in a rotation with corn and 
other crops, 1 certainly 
do not believe in trying to 
grow peanuts and soybeans 
on the same land,’’ 

Dolan Averett of Route 2, 
Enterprise, does one of the 


best jobs of rotating his 
peanuts of any farmer in 
Coffee County He is al- 
ways a top producer oi 


peanuts, and I feel certain 
that much of this is due to 
the fact that he rotates 
peanuts with other crops 
as much as possible, 

Incidentally, folks who 
plan their rotations ought 
to get soil samples and 
specify that they plan to 
plant corn ina certain 
field in 1972 followed by 
peanuts in 1973, 


APPLYING FERTILIZER 
A lot of folks ask about 


applying fertilizer broad- 
cast in the fall to pasture 
and crop land, Our posi- 
tion on this is as follows; 
Fertilizer can be applied 
in Coffee County either in 
the fall or in the spring, 
Phosphorus and potash ap- 
plied in the fall are ade- 
quate for both winter and 
summer crops, Ofcourse, 
fertilizer, including Nitro- 
gen, is recommended for 
fall and winter crops such 
as small grains, If small 
grain is planted in the fall 
to be followed by soybeans 
or peanuts, it is recom- 
mended that fertilizer for 
the spring planted crops 
be applied to the small 
grain crop inthe fall, More 
and more Coffee County 
farmers are doing this and 
are finding that it works 
fine. Gerald Hataway and 
Joel Moody of Route One, 
Kinston and others in oth- 
er communities have done 
this before with satis fac- 
this before with satisfac- 
tory results, 


QUIET BEFORE STORM 
Tom Hughes of Route One 
Enterprise was telling me 


that D, L, Catrett had pic- 
ked about a ton per acre 
on some of his peanuts, 
Other people are picking 
Spanish peanuts and some 
Runners, We look for the 
peanut harvest to get un- 
derway in a bigger way in 
the coming ten days, In 
a lot of ways I dread pea- 
nut harvesting time be- 
cause it is usually a fran- 
tic time for farmers, All 
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that they have worl’ ed for 
the whole year could be 
blown away in a hursi- 
cane or lost due to exces. 
sive rains. So it is easy 
for me to see why most 
peanut farmer have a wor. 
ried look on their faces 
this time of the year,
